The Antioch Township Annual Town 
Meeting was held Tuesday night with 13 
people present, however, Antioch Township 
Supervisor Jim Fields and Trustees Rich 
Kufalk and Tim Osmond and Road 
Commissioner Mark Ring were not. 
Moderator Bill Thompson was selected and 
approved by the electorate. 

The Supervisor's report was read, 
although copies of the report were not 
available to the audience. "It (the report) 
would have been available, but the final audit 
is not complete," explained Antioch 
Township Clerk Dick Harlan. "It will be 
available when it is done and will be posted. 
While the audit has been completed, we do 
not have the final results." 



''""According to the oral report, the total 
road fund revenue for the township is 
$746,585. Starting balance in the road fund 
was $344,241 and disbursements to $801,738. 
Final fund balance $289,788. 

In the general fund the remaining balance 
is $81,882 and an ending balance in the 
special fund of $336,769. Starting balance in 
the general fund was $131,765, revenue of 
$304,441, disbursements of $354,324. 

When asked if this included all the 
township money, Harlan quipped, "That 
includes all of the savings. There is no 
hidden money anyplace."

planned to approve a resolution in 
opposition to the closing of the Kiiey Center 
in Waukegan. Martini was told she needed 
to address the mil board on that question. 

Then a discussion began regarding the 
policy of the township to require the filing of 
Freedom of Information Requests in order 
for residents to get board action information. 

"These kinds of things have a tendency to' 
limit resident participation on town 
government," said Roy Sackschcwsky, a 
township resident and president of Alliance 
for Better Government. "Or, don't we want 
people to participate? I think township 
government is important and I think opening 
it up will generate more participation." 

Thompson seemed surprised by the 
Township's policy regarding information. 
"There are more people sitting in this room 
than I can ever remember at a school board 
budget meeting," said Thompson. "I'm 
sorry, I didn't know. You're talking about 
piddly dollars. 

"If I was in the township, I wouldn't put 
up with it," Thompson continued. "To me, 
this is taxpayers' money. It is hard to believe 
you need an FOlA." 

Trustee Claudettc Skvarce seemed to 
agree with Thompson's assessment Skvarce 
has been a proponent of a more open 
government at the township. While the

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Board views future technology -New ArrivaIs

The Antioch Community 
High School Board of Education 
got a glimpse of the future last 
week. the Technology 
Committee gave a presentation 
and recommendations . for 
upgrading computer technology 
at the school. 

The committee includes 
seven school department heads 
and 12 faculty members, who 
meet twice a year to discuss the 
current status of technology at 
ACHS. Their mission statement 
is "'Antioch Community High 
School will provide students and 
staff the technology and the tech- 
nological skills necessary to 
access and process information 
in order to prepare them for suc- 
cess in an information society," 
Assistant Mick Torres began the 
presentation. 

According to Torres, feeder 
school students are coming into 
the high school with greater com- 
puter skills than in the past "We 
have students who have complet- 
ed three years of comprehensive 
computer training," explained 
Torres. Torres believes simple 
keyboarding skills will not be 
enough for students. 

Torres also told the board, 
faculty members are also begin- 
ning to use more advanced com- 
puters in the classrooms. An 
example of a physics program 
was demonstrated to the board 
using a Macintosh laptop and an 
overhead projector. 

The school currently has two 
computer labs containing 48 IBM 
compatible personal computers, 
with 286 and 386 microproces- 
sors and 2 megabytes of memory. 
While this allows the computers 
to run DOS applications, none 
are able to use the current tech- 
nology of Windows, requiring 
students to learn function com- 
mands instead of graphical 
point-and-click mouse choices. 

The school also has 24 IBM 
compatibles running AutoCad 
programs for drafting. In addition, 
some students have access to 
Macintosh computers: journalism 
department has 16, yearbook staff 
has 12, the library 3, and 4 older 
Mac's for student writing. 

The school also has 51 Apple 
He and Apple IIGS in an undedi- 
cated computer lab, where teach- 



ers can bring students to perform 
specific tasks or basic word pro- 
cessing. According to the. report, 
these computers are very outdat- • 
ed and provide only limited ben- 
efits to students. 

"The Apple computers are 
almost completely outdated," 
explained Torres. "We have 5 1 of 
them getting dusty." 

•The general administration 
has a central file server with 23 
workstations of various types. 
While older systems, the comput- 
ers can run WordPerfect and 
SchoolMaster, very few are run- 
ning Windows. Faculty has 14 
Mac systems spread out through 
various departments to track stu- 
dent attendance, manage grades, 
and other records. Only 6-8 Macs 
are available to be used by teach- 
ers in an instructional setting. 

Torres told the board teachers 
prefer using Mac operating sys- 
tems. "It's easy to learn and does 
not require a specific language," 
said Torres. He said teachers 
especially like, "Its ability to make 
presentations. Teachers are 
using it. They are strong propo- 
nents of Mac." 

Upgrading the business labs 
are a priority for the Technology 
Committee. "We recommend 
two new DOS based labs for busi- 
ness education," said Torres. He 
estimates the cost for each lab to 
be between $80,000 and $90,000 
each. 

The board was then shown a 
state-of-the-art computer work 
station. "These arc designed 
economically," said Torres. 
"The screen is angled so that the 
typing and viewing angle are the 
same. They have clcctromagnct- 
- ic wave filters to protect eyes. A 



dual platform - students can 
write on the surface. No wires, no 
huge monitors." 

The \ work stations would 
share printers and would be net- 
worked. The. cost estimates 
include the support furniture. 

The Technology Committee 
also hopes to have a multi-pur- 
pose learning center which would 
use a Mac operating system and 
allow for telecommunications. 
"I'm letting the cat out the bag 
here," joked Torres. "We do have 
an internet grant. We would be 
using the internet hub in 
Llbertyvilie." 

Torres also told the board he 
hopes a staff purchase incentive 
program can be put into place. 
"An extended payment plan, per- 
haps through a payroll deduction. " 
Torres showed and demonstrated 
the computer his wife, a teacher, 
purchased through a similar plan, 
"It enabled her to become a com- 
pletely different teacher," he 
explained. 

The board was then treated to 
an internet demonstration by 
teacher Tom Herzigcr. "We do 
have, currently, some access to 
the internet," he said. Herzigcr 
showed the board how to con- 
nect to a remote site using a 
Gopher on American Online. 

Torres told the board the new 
Macs have the ability to use dual 
platforms, both Mac and DOS. 
"Mac is now selling DOS compat- 
ible cards, which allow a switch 
from Mac applications to DOS 
applications. 

"Our dream is to have a com- 
puter in every classroom," said 
Torres. "To allow students to 
develop their own programs to 
meet their own needs."

1 make appointments 
for interviews and find myself making excuses for why I shouldn't 
go. I make the atlempt to go through the newspapers each day and 
make calls for appointments to interview but t believe I need a kick. 
What can you suggest for someone in a stump? A.L. - Lakcmoore j 

Ai Dear A.L., Know that your problem is a common one. It is best 
to bring yourself to understand (hat unemployment compensation is 
not "vacation pay". Yes, you definitely appear to be in a slump. Stan 
by setting your alarm clock tomorrow morning to awake at 6:30 a.m . 
Get yourself up and out of the house to take a brisk walk or exercise 
to get your adrenaline pumping (kind of like getting your engine start- 
ed). Make tomorrow (not the day after) the day for a change. Go 
through your closet and take out your best interviewing suit dr'olitfit 
suitable for interviewing. Make sure that it is clean and pressed so' 
you are sure 10 look fresh and make a good impression, Next take a 
look in the mirror. Do you like what you see? If you feet you need io 
gel your appearance in order (haircut, etc...) do so. If you are short of 
the cash il takes to get this done, look in your local yellow pages for 1 
a beauty school. Most often they will give you a cut and style free of 
charge or for a minimal fee as they have students training, for. their 
licenses. Do not be afraid. ..these students are supervised by profes- 
sionals. Take a look at your resume... (a far seven months of, being 
unemployed, you should have one) be sure that it is updated .-Check 
for errors, proofread.. .proofread.. .proofread. Errors are most. unac- 
ceptable. Don't ait at home sending resumes through the mail. This is 
an exercise in futility after this length of time unemployed. Your time 
will be better spent if tonight you sit and circle those ads that you sec 
in the paper that you can be prepared to call on for an interview first 
thing tomorrow morning. Set a specific amount of time to be on the 
telephone. Get those interviews set up leaving yourself time to get 
from one to the other. Try to avoid any overlapping. Set appointments 
only if you intend to keep them. Don't waste other people's 
time. ..you have already wasted enough time of your own. Make sure 
before interviewing that you have a good healthy "I want to work" 
attitude. Network!!! Let friends and relatives and anyone who may be 
of help know that you are avidly seeking employment If you make a 
change in yourself, the rest should fall into place. Good luck!

precautions to save pets from dangers of heat stroke 



Every year canine and. 
feline pets die from heat 
stroke. Usually- 1hls Is the 
result of animals being left 
Inside vehicles on hot, 
sunny days. Automobile - 
windows convert solar 
energy Into heat by the 
"green house effect." 
Pets left Inside vehicles 
will experience a signifi- 
cant rise In body temper- 
ature, and as the pet's 
temperature goes above 
106 Fahrenheit severe 
harm can be done to the 
body, especially the 
brain. This whole process 
can happen In as little 
time as five minutes on 



hot sunny days. 

Unlike humans, pets 
are not able to regulate 
their body temperature 
by perspiring (sweating)/ 
Their only means Is 
through panting and this 
Is very Inefficient, there- 
fore pets are much more 
sensitive to stroke than 
are people. 

During the hot summer 
months, you should leave 
your pet at home. Don't 
•be swayed by that soulful 
"can I, go with you" look 
that only .your pet can 
give. 

If your pet must ac- 
company you, certain 



.precautions , must be 
taken. Park In a well- 
shaded area, and give 
your pet ptenty of cross- 
ventltatlon. Be sure to 
check on them. . fre- j 
quently, as the shade will 
move. A supply of cool 
water Is also advisable. 

Heat stroke doesn't Just 
happen to pets that are 
locked In the car. An 
overly-exercised pet can 
also suffer heat stroke. 

Symptoms are ele- 
vated body temperature, 
rapid heart rate, panting 
or gasping for breath, 
widely dilated eyes, stag- 
gering gait, convulsions, 



collapse and sometimes 
vomiting. 

Which pets are most at 
risk? Those must suscepti- 
ble are overweight and 
short-nosed dogs, dogs 
with t heavy coats, young 
puppies, older pets and 
those with heart or kidney 
problems. 

What should you do for 
a pet In heat stroke dis- 
tress? First aid measures 
must be undertaken 
quickly. First move the 
animal to a cool, shaded 
area. Lowering the core 
body temperature Is es- 
sential. This can be ac- 



complished by wetting 
the dog with cold water. 
Cold compresses can 
also be administered to' 
the back of the neck and 
abdomen. If possible, a 
cold water enema Is very 
helpful. After first aid 
treatment, the pet should 
be examined by a vet- 
erinarian. 

Remember, heat 

stroke can often be pre- 
vented by following some 
common sense rules: 



Never leave your pet 
unattended In a ve- 
hicle; exercise your pet 
during the cooler times 
of the day; and be 
especially careful If your 
pet Is long-coated or In 
the high risk group.
